On motion of Mr. Murphy, Mr. Walker was called to the chair. 
On motion of Mr. Perry, Mr. Lane was elected clerk pro. tern. 

On motion of Mr. M'Kinley , resolved, that the House do now pro- 
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ceed to the election of a Speaker, whereupon , the electing being con¬ 
ducted, viva voce, Mr. George H. Owen, was elected Speaker, and be¬ 
ing conducted to the chair, made his acknowledgments to the House 
and proceeded to the duties thereof. 

On motion of Mr. M'Kinley , resolved, That this House do now pro¬ 
ceed to the election of principal clerk, and the election being constitu¬ 
tionally conducted, J ames J. Pleasants was announced duly elected. 

On motion of Mr. M'Vay, the House proceeded to elect a door 
keeper, and the electing being constitutionally conducted Mr. Speak¬ 
er announced Daniel Rather unanimously elected. And then the 
House adjourned until 10 o'clock to-morrow. 

Thursday, November 7, 1820. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

On motion of Mr. Walker, resolved, That the members of this 
House do now proceed to take the oath prescribed by the Constitu¬ 
tion, and also by the act passed at the last session of the General As¬ 
sembly, entitled "an act, to suppress duelling,” which said oaths was 
administered to Mr. Speaker, and all the member present. 

The Clerk was also qualified by taking the oaths prescribed by law. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Williams their Secretary. 

Mr. Speaker- I am directed to inform this House, that a quorum 
of the Senate is assembled, that they have elected the Honourable Ga¬ 
briel Moore, of Madison, their President, Marmaduke Williams, Se¬ 
cretary, and Matthew W. M'Clellan, door keeper, and that the Sen¬ 
ate are ready to proceed to business. 

On motion, ordered that Messrs. M'Vay and Murphy , be instruct¬ 
ed to inform the Senate, that a quorum of the House of Representa¬ 
tives is convened, and that they have elected Mr. George W. Owen, 
of Munroe, Speaker, J ames J. Pleasants, principal clerk, and David 
Rather, door keeper, and that the House of Representatives are ready 
to proceed to business. 

On motion of Mr. Chapman, the House proceeded to elect an as¬ 
sistant clerk, whereupon J ohn G. Graham was duly elected. 

On motion of Mr. Morton, ordered that Mr. Parsons, Editor of the 
Alabama Watchman, be assigned a seat within the bar of this House 
for the purpose of reporting the proceedings thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Murphy, ordered, that the rules issued at the 
last session of the legislature, for the government of the proceedings 
of the House of Representatives, be adopted by this House until 
other rules shall be drafted and accepted by the same. 

On motion of Mr. Perkins, Ordered, That a committee be appoint¬ 
ed to draft rules of order and decorum for the government of the 
proceedings of this House; whereupon Messrs. Perkins, Murphy 
and M'Kinley were appointed said committee. 

Mr. Walker moved that the following standing committees be ap¬ 
pointed: to wit; A Committee of Accounts, A Committee of Election, 

A Committee of Ways and Means, A Committee of Claims, A Committee 
of Propositions and Grievances, A Committee of Enrolled Bills, A Com¬ 
mittee of Navigation, A Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. M'Kinley moved an amendment by inserting the words "pri¬ 
vileges and" before the word "elections," so as to read " a committee 
of privileges and elections." 
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Mr. Murphy moved an amendment by inserting the word "inland" 
before the word "navigation;" and Mr. Holderness moved an 
amendment by adding a military committee ; which said amendments 
were agreed to by the House. 

A motion was made by Mr. Chapman, and seconded : to wit. 

That-members of this House be appointed a committee to act 

with a committee to be appointed on the part of the Senate to wait on 
the Acting Governor, and inform him that this House is now organiz¬ 
ed and ready to receive any communication that he may please to 
make. And the House having proceeded to take said motion into 
consideration. 

The House adjourned till ten o'clock to-morrow. 

Wednesday, November 8, 1820. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

On motion of Mr. M'Means , Ordered, That William B. Allen, Edi¬ 
tor of the Cahawba Press, be permitted to take a seat within the bar 
of this House, for the purpose of reporting the preceedings thereof. 

The House then resumed the consideration of the motion to ap¬ 
point a committee to act with the committee to be appointed to the 
part of the Senate to wait on his Honour the Acting Governor; and 
after spending some time in the consideration thereof, on motion, it 
was ordered, that the gentlemen have leave to withdraw the same. 

I n pursuance of the order of the House, Mr. Speaker reported the 
following standing committees : to wit: 

A Committee of Accounts; to consist of Messrs. Walker, Tagert, 
Abercrombie , Davis , and Bailey. 

A Committee of Privileges and Elections ; to consist of Messrs. Fitz¬ 
patrick of Autauga, Draughan, Edmundson, Isbell, and Mims. 

A Committee Ways and Means; to consist of Messrs. Murphy, 
Moore, of Madison, Jackson, Cook, Isaac Brown, M'Kinley, and 
Cleveland. 

A Committee of Claims; to consist of Messrs. Vining , John Brown, 
Hill, Moore of Marion and Coleman. 

A Committee of Propositions and Grievances ; to consist of Messrs. 
M'Vay, Coats, Fitzpatrick of Montgomery, Murrell, and Holderness. 

A Committee of Enrolled Bills; to consist of Messrs. Chapman, 
Morton, Draughan, Clay and Benson. 

A Committee of Inland Navigation ; to consist of Messrs. Weedon, 
Evans, Creagh, Sargent, Bigham, Armstrong, of Conecuh and Rather. 

A Judiciary Committee; to consist of Messrs. M'Kinley Perkins 
M'Means, Perry, Murphy, Chapman, and Duke. 

A Military Committee ; to consist of Messrs. Armstrong of Mobile, 
Col. John Brown, Walker, Dale, Smoot, Perkins and Doxey. 

Mr. M'Kinley moved that the credentials of the members elected 
to this House, from the county of Jackson, be referred to the Com¬ 
mittee of Privileges and Elections , which was decided in the affirma¬ 
tive. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Casey- Mr. Speaker, and Gen¬ 
tlemen of the House of Representatives. The Senate have adopted the 
following resolution, in which they desire your concurrence : Order¬ 
ed, That a committee be appointed on the part of the Senate, toge¬ 
ther with such committee as may be appointed on the part of the 
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House of Representatives, to wait on his Honour the Acting Govern¬ 
or and inform him that the General Assembly is organized and rea¬ 
dy to receive any communication he may think proper to make; and 
the Senate have appointed Messrs. Gause and Casey for what purpose. 

Mr. Chapman moved, that this House do concur with the Senate 
in a third resolution, to appoint a committee to wait on his Honour 
the Acting Governor, which said motion was decided in the affirma¬ 
tive : whereupon Messrs. Chapman and Smoot were appointed on the 
part of the House of Representatives to carry said resolution into 
effect. 

On motion of Mr. Weedon, Ordered, That the Door-keeper to this 
House be instructed to have the stairs leading to the Hall of the House 
of Representatives covered with carpeting. 

On motion of Mr. Cleveland, Ordered, That a committee of two 
members be appointed on the part of this House , to act in conjunc¬ 
tion with such committee as may be appointed on the part of the 
Senate, to inquire and report on the subject of printing the J ournals 
and laws of the General Assembly, and such other public printing as 
be necessary ; and Messrs. Cleveland, and Walker were appointed 
said committee. And then 

The House adjourned until ten o'clock to-morrow. 

Thursday, November 9, 1820. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick, of Autauga, from the Committee of Privileges ad 
Elections, made a report that the committee have examined the cre¬ 
dentials and other evidence of election, of the following members, 
and find them duly elected : to wit.

And the House concurred in said Report. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick, from the committee aforesaid , also submitted the 
following report, to wit: Report of the committee on the propriety of 
admitting the members from J ackson county to a seat in the House of 
Representatives. The committee to whom this subject has been re¬ 
ferred has taken into consideration the various circumstances attend¬ 
ing the situation of the people of Jackson county. The last session 
of the Legislature of the State of Alabama, established that county 
and defined its limits and boundaries. By a law of this State the 
Sheriffs of the several counties are required to hold elections under 
severe penalties of neglect, but no provision was made by law, allow¬ 
ing any representatives for the county of J ackson. The sheriff of 
that county has cause elections to be held at the different precincts on 
the first Monday and Tuesday in August last, and has certified that 
William Barkley, G. W. Hopkins, James Fletcher, and William Usry 
were duly elected to serve in the House of Representatives. 

The committee of opinion that J ackson county does not come with¬ 
in the purview and meaning of the Constitution, which prohibits any 
new county from electing representatives which may be formed before 
the rates of representation is fixed agreeable to the population of each 
county ; because J ackson county is acquired territory and not taken 
from any other county. What number of members, J ackson county 
should have, the committee are at a loss to say. It appears from the 
return of the census of that county, the white population is 5246 
That the people of that county have been taxed and compelled to pay 
money for the support of the government of the State. The committee 
are therefore of opinion that under all these considerations, and as 
they cannot see any express prohibition in the Constitution that 
Jackson county is entitled to a representation. What number of mem¬ 
bers that county should have they submit to the consideration of the 
House, and submit the following report: 

Resolved, That Jackson county is entitled to be represented in this 
House by-members. 

Mr. Walker moved to fill the blank with "four” the whole num¬ 
ber elected, which was decided in the negative. 

Mr. Weedon moved to fill the blank with "three,” and the House 
having spent some time in the consideration thereof, Mr. Weedon ob¬ 
tained leave to withdraw his motion. Mr. Coats then moved to fill 
the blank with "one” which was decided in the negative. 

When on motion Mr. M'Kinley obtained leave to bring in a bill to 
authorise J ackson county to be represented in this House. 

Mr. Chapman from the committee appointed on the part of the 
House to wait on his Honour the acting Governor, reported that the 
committee had jointly with the committee from the Senate, perform¬ 
ed that duty and that his Honour the acting Governor would, through 
the Honourable the Secretary of State, make a communication in 
writing to the General Assembly this day at 12 o'clock. 
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A message from the Senate by Mr. Williams, their secretary — Mr. 
Speaker, and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, I am direc¬ 
ted by the Senate to inform your honorable body that they have re¬ 
solved, That a committee be appointed to act with such committee as 
may be appointed by the House of Representatives to draft resolu¬ 
tions expressive of the regret which is felt by the General Assembly 
of the death of His Excellency Wm. W. Bibb, late Governor of this 
State and that they have appointed Messrs Davis, Chambers, 
and Terrel on their part; and the question being submitted, "will 
the House concur with the Senate in the foregoing resolution?" it was 
unanimously adopted. Whereupon, Messrs. Chapman, Moore of 
Madison, and Evans were appointed on the part of the House. On 
motion of Mr. Weedon, Ordered, that the following committees be ap¬ 
pointed , to wit: a committee on schools and colleges and school and 
college lands, whereupon Messrs Weedon, Murphy, M'Kinley, Jack- 
son and Perry were appointed. 

A committee on roads bridges, &c. and Messrs. Draughan, Ed- 
mundson, Shackleford, Smoot, Cook, M'Kinley and Murphy were 
appointed said committee. On motion ordered, That Mr. Leake be 
added to the committee on the subject of printing the J ournals and 
Laws of the General Assembly. On motion, ordered, that Messrs. 

Rather, Isbell and Abercrombie, be added to the military committee. 

On motion, ordered, that Mr. Leake, be added to the judiciary com¬ 
mittee. On motion of Mr. Isaac Brown, ordered that a committee 
be appointed on county boundaries ; whereupon, Messrs Isaac 
Brown, Perry, Creagh, Clay, Dale, Vining and Armstrong of Mobile, 
were appointed said committee. On motion, ordered, that Mr. 

M'Kinley, be added to the committee on Inland Navigation. On mo¬ 
tion ordered, that Mr. Chapman, be added to the committee on ac¬ 
counts. On motion, ordered that Mr. Walker be added to the com¬ 
mittee on claims. The Senate having been informed that this House 
is now ready for their reception assembled in the Hall of the House 
of Representatives, when a communication in writing was received 
from His Honor the acting Governor, by Mr. Rogers, the Secre¬ 
tary of State; which communication was read and is as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Senate, and of the House of Representatives, The 
distressing and lamented event which has occurred since the last ad¬ 
journment of the General Assembly , the death of our late Chief Ma¬ 
gistrate, has, by a provision of the constitution rendered it necessary 
for me to assume the discharge of the executive duties of the govern¬ 
ment, and I cannot in the outset of this communication refrain from 
expressing to you, that it is with the most peculiar sensations 
of pain that I have entered upon the discharge of those duties : a pain 
arising not only from the reflection of the loss of a more experienced 
officer than myself, but also from a recollection which is continually 
renewed, that of the loss of a friend and brother. 

I n taking upon myself the exercise of the power of the Chief Ma¬ 
gistrate, I have been actuated alone by a conviction that the constitu¬ 
tion imperiously demanded it of me from the station with which I had 
been honored in the Senate; and if in the execution of the trust which 
has revolved upon me. I shall satisfy the wishes of my fellow citizens, 

I shall ever redect upon it with a pleasure inferior to that only which 
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arises from a consciousness of having exerted my abilities for the best 
interests of the community. Sensible and I am of the high and important 
duties I have to discharge, and of my incapacity to discharge them 
with an ability equal to my wishes. I shall rely much and with confi¬ 
dence on your friendly co-operation, and assistance, being fully con¬ 
vinced of your anxiety for the promotion of the general welfare. 

I n entering upon the deliberations incident to your stations, you 
cannot but derive much satisfaction and encouragement in the reflec¬ 
tion , that amidst the severe pecuniary embarrassments under which we 
in common with our sister states, have for the last two years been la¬ 
bouring it has pleased a gracious Providence to bestow upon as the 
blessing of health, that the labours of the husbandman have been re¬ 
warded with abundant productions of the earth, both of sustenance and 
profit, and that generally throughout our State a degree of literary 
and moral improvement manifests itself, almost without example in 
the same period , and which cannot fail greatly to promote the inter¬ 
ests of domestic happiness and social order. 

In calling your attention to the various subjects which it has been 
made by law the duty of the executive to carry into effect, I have to 
inform you that the contract made by the late Governor for the erec¬ 
tion of a State House at the town of Cahawba, has not been complied 
with on the part of the contractor, within the time specified by the 
contract, owing to difficulties unforeseen at the time the contract was 
made, but the building is so nearly completed, and the necessity for 
its occupation by the Legislature so great, that I have thought it would 
best promote the public interest to receive it, subject to be completed 
hereafter and you will permit me to congratulate you on your being 
enabled to carry on your deliberations with so much case to yourselves 
as the State House affords. Of the sum of nine thousand dollars for 
which the house was to be built, seven thousand five hundred dollars 
has been paid to the contractor, and the remaining sum of one thou¬ 
sand five hundred dollars will be paid as soon as the building is com¬ 
pleted. Of the sum of one thousand dollars have been expended in 
providing the necessary furniture for your accommodation, and the 
balance being eighty-four dollars has been deposited in the Treasury 
together with the receipts for the expenditures. 

I submit the propriety of your making a further appropriation for 
the purpose of providing window shutters and for enclosing the lot 
for the preservation of the building. 

The provisions of an "act to provide for the organization and dis¬ 
ciplining the militia of the State of Alabama." so far as it required du¬ 
ties of the executive, have been carried into effect, with the excep¬ 
tion of the appointment of a time for the election of Major Generals; 
the act authorises the designation of but one place in each division 
at which the elections shall be held, I have delayed the execution 
of this part of the law, with a view of recommending to your 
consideration of the propriety of so modifying as to enable the elections 
to be held at the place of holding courts in each county respectively 
this modification will conform to the intention of the law, by enabling 
the officers to bestow their suffrages with the least inconvenience to 
themselves. 
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I regret to state, that delays in some instances have taken place in 
the transmission of both civil and military commissions, owing to the 
difficulties of communicating with distant parts of the State. 

The reservation by a law of Congress of seventy-two sections, or 
two entire townships of land for the use of a seminary of learning and 
to be vested in the Legislature of this State, to be designated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, has not been completed owing to some of 
the most valuable lands not having until lately been surveyed : most 
of the reservations has, however, been made, and it is expected that 
the whole will be completed in a short time. Commissioners for 
leasing the lands which have been reserved in conformity with an act 
of the last session of the Legislature were appointed by the late Gov¬ 
ernor: I am in possession of partial information only in relation to 
the proceedings of the Commissioners; the act does not point out 
what course the commissioners shall pursue after having rented the 
same. An abstract of the reports received, are herewith submitted 
marked A. 

The future disposition of these lands is a subject of the highest im¬ 
portance to our State, and one which I conceive imperiously demands 
your early attention. 

In conformity with the provisions of an "act providing for the pre¬ 
servation of the public arms." a contract has been made for the erec¬ 
tion of a building to be of brick and twenty feet square for the sum 
of six hundred dollars, and a place designated for its erection : the 
building is not yet completed, but is in progress : the arms have been 
received and delivered to the Quarter-Master General. 

Conformably with an "act to provide for the sale of lots in the town 
of Cahawba, and other purposes," I have caused to be surveyed two 
hundred lots, which are to be sold on the second Monday of the pre¬ 
sent month; the result of the sale will be the subject of a future com¬ 
munication. 

I n pursuance of the "act, to provide for the examination of certain 
rivers therein named, and for other purposes," I have employed Mr. 
Terry, of North Carolina, as principal and sole engineer; and to per¬ 
form a part of these duties only, finding the sum appropriated inade¬ 
quate to the performance of the whole of the duties required by the 
act. I n conformity with my instructions, he has already examined 
the Coosa river, from the mouth of Will's Creek to the lower end of 
the Falls of Wetumpka. 

His report thereon has been received, which, together with the 
contract made with him, is herewith submitted, marked B. He is now 
engaged in the examination of the Tennessee river, from the head of 
the Muscle Shoals to where the State line crosses the same; and I ex¬ 
pect to be enabled before your adjournment, to lay before you his re¬ 
port thereon. Should it be the intention of the General Assembly to 
cause at this time an examination of the other rivers and routs for 
roads, contemplated in the act to be made, I suggest the expediency of 
constituting and appoint a boad of commissioners of public roads. 

Owing to unfavorable delays the resolution of the last General As¬ 
sembly vesting the Governor with authority to settle the accounts be¬ 
tween this State and the State of Mississippi the accounts have not 
been adjusted; but the subject is now under consideration. 
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By virtue of a resolution of the last General Assembly, authoris¬ 
ing the Governor to effect a loan for the purposes of the State, the 
late Governor borrowed of the Planters' and Merchants' Bank of 
Huntsville, ten thousand dollars, which will become due on the 24th 
and 27th days of December next. I have lately received a letter 
from the President of the Bank, a copy of which is herewith submit¬ 
ted , marked C, which will enable you to make such arrangements with 
the Bank, as will best comport with the public interest. A particular 
statement of the receipts into the Treasury and of the public expendi¬ 
tures for the last political year, will be laid before you by the proper 
officer and I regret to state that the receipts fall far short of the ne¬ 
cessary expenditures of the government. 

Returns of the census , which was directed by a law of the last ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature to be taken, have been received from twenty- 
four counties, an abstract of which is herewith submitted, marked D. 

The aggregate amount of population in those counties is one hundred 
and twenty-nine thousand two hundred and twenty seven. So soon 
as the returns are completed they will be laid before you. 

By the second section of the second article of the Constitution of 
the United States, it is provided that "each state shall appoint, in 
such manner as the Legislature thereof may direct, a number of elec¬ 
tors, equal to the whole number of Senators and Representatives to 
which the State may be entitled in the Congress," to vote for persons 
to fill the offices of President and Vice-President of the United States; 
and by an act of Congress it is provided, that the electors shall be ap¬ 
pointed within thirty-four days preceding the first Wednesday in De¬ 
cember , in every fourth year, succeeding the last election. No act 
having been passed by the General Assembly of this State on the sub¬ 
ject and the fourth day of March next being the time at which, by the 
Constitution the term of service of the present President and Vice 
President will expire, it becomes necessary that an act shall be passed 
designating the mode of the appointment of electors; and it may be 
proper to observe, that the time at which the electors are by law to 
give their votes is so near at hand, that it seems there is no other mode 
left, but for the Legislature to make the appointments. 

Assembled as you are from all parts of the State, whatever subjects 
tending to promote the welfare of our fellow citizens which may re¬ 
quire your deliberations will no doubt suggest themselves to you 
Should there be any thing brought to the notice of the executive dur¬ 
ing your session which may be of public interest.

Mr. Creagh presented the petition of Samuel B. Shields, administra¬ 
tor of the estate of Benjamin Glover, deceased, praying for leave to 
sell to real and personal property of the said Glover, which was re¬ 
ceived by the House and referred to a select committee; whereupon 
Messrs. Creagh, Vining and Isaac Brown were appointed said Com¬ 
mittee.

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Williams , their Secretary. 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, 

I have to inform your honourable body, that the Senate have adopt¬ 
ed the following resolutions, to wit: Resolved, That a committee con¬ 
sisting of three members be appointed on the part of the Senate, to act 
jointly with such committee as may be appointed on the part of the 
House of Representatives, to take into consideration and report to 
the Senate, whether any, and what amendments are necessary to the 
military laws of this State. Messrs. Farmer, Gause and Connor being 
a committee on the part of the Senate. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed on the part of the Senate, 
together with such committee as may be appointed on the part of the 
House of Representatives to take into consideration the boundaries of 
counties. Ordered, That the committee consist of five members, 

Messrs Rose, Ringgold, Metcalf, Casey, and Terrel are appointed on 
the part of the Senate. 

Resolved, That a committee of three members be appointed on the 
part of the Senate, together with such committee as may be appoint¬ 
ed on the part of the House of Representatives to take into consider¬ 
ation the propriety of memorializing the Congress of the United 
States on the subject of the public lands; Messrs Farmer, Gause and 
Hogg being the committee on county boundaries. Ordered, That 
the said message lie on the table. On motion, Ordered, That Mr. Coats 
be added to the committee on county boundaries. Ordered, That 
Mr. Jackson be added to the committee on county boundaries. On 
motion of Mr. Walker, ordered, that so much of the Governor's 
message as relates to enclosing the capitol, be referred to a select 
committee, and Messrs. Walker, Perry, and Tagert were appointed 
the said committee. On motion of Mr. M'Vay, ordered that so much 
of the Governor's message as relates to the militia be referred to the 
military committee. On motion of Mr. Walker, ordered, that so 
much of the Governor's message as relates to school lands , be refer¬ 
red to the committee on schools and school and college lands. On 
motion of Mr. Walker ordered, that so much of the Governor's mes¬ 
sage as relates to the Coosa river, be referred to the committee on 
Inland Navigation.

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On motion of Mr. M'Vay, ordered that so much of the Governor's 
message as relates to the loan obtained from the Bank of Huntsville, 
be referred to the committee of Ways and Means. Mr. Bailey gave 
notice that he should on Monday next, bring in a bill to establish the 
permanent seat of J ustice in Lauderdale county. 

Mr. Perry moved, that the House dispense with the rule requiring 
a bill to be read on three different days, to which the House disagreed. 

On motion of Mr. I saac Brown, ordered, that so much of the Go¬ 
vernor's message as relates to the election of electors of President and 
Vice-President, be referred to a select committee, and Messrs. Isaac 
Brown, Leake, and Evans are said committee. 

Mr. M'Kinley brought in a bill according to leave granted yesterday 
to legalize the election of a senator and representatives, in the county 
of Jackson, in August, 1820, which was read the first time, and order¬ 
ed for a second reading on to-morrow. Ordered, that Mr. Murrell be 
added to the committee on Schools and Colleges and School and 
College Lands. 

On motion of Mr. Rather, Resolved, that a committee of four mem¬ 
bers on the part of the House of Representatives , to act jointly with 
such committee as may be appointed by the Senate to memorialize Con¬ 
gress to make sale of certain fractional townships of lands lying east of 
the meridian, and within the limits of Cotaco county. Whereupon 
Messrs. Rather, Moore of Madison, Abercrombie, and Clay were ap¬ 
pointed a committee. Ordered, that Mr. Benson be added to the 
committee on county boundaries. 

On motion, Ordered, that an additional clerk be appointed to this 
House- agreed to; whereupon Mr. Nathaniel Dodson was elected. 

Ordered, that Messrs. Sargent, Isbell, Cleveland, and John Browne, 
be added to the committee on county boundaries. 

Ordered, that Messrs. Clay, Shackleford, Bigham and Evans be ad¬ 
ded to the J udiciary Committee; and then 

The House adjourned till to-morrow at 10 o'clock. 

Saturday, November 11, 1820. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick, of Montgomery, presented the petition of sundry 
inhabitants of Montgomery, Dallas and Autauga, praying that a new 
county may be formed from the said counties which was received 
by the House : and on motion, ordered, that the said petition be re¬ 
ferred to the Committee on County Boundaries. 

Mr. Chapman presented the petition of Lemuel Mead, praying the 
passage of a law emancipating Richmond, a man of color, for reasons 
therein stated; and on motion. Ordered, that the said petition be refer¬ 
red to a select committee; whereupon Messrs. Morton, Clay, and 
Moore, of Madison, were appointed said committee. 

Mr. Smoot presented the petition of Sarah Baldwin, executrix of 
William Baldwin, deceased, and Francis H. Gaines , in right of his wife, 
one of the devisees of the said William , praying the passage of a law 
authorising them to sell a part of the real estate of the said William 
Baldwin, which was received, and on motion. Ordered, that the said pe¬ 
tition with the accompanying documents, be referred to the commit¬ 
tee of propositions and grievances. 

Mr. Smoot presented the petition of James Farr, praying the pas¬ 
sage of a law emancipating certain slaves therein named, which was 
received by the House, and on motion Ordered, that the said petition 
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be referred to a select committee , and Messrs Morton, Clay and 
Moore of Madison are said committee . Mr. Smoot also presented 
the petition of Daniel Reed, a free man of color praying the passage 
of a law to emancipate his children Eliza and J udah, which was re¬ 
ceived; and on motion Ordered, that the said petition with the ac¬ 
companying documents , be referred to a select committee and Messrs. 
Morton, Clay and Moore, of Madison, are said committee. 

Mr. M'Kinley presented the petition of James Penn, praying for 
the establishment of a turnpike road therein named, which was receiv¬ 
ed and on motion Ordered, that the said petition be referred to the 
committee on roads, bridges, &c. 

Mr. Duke presented the petition of sundry lessees of school lands 
in township No. 4, of Range No. 11, to wit, praying a remission of rent 
on the same, which was received ; and on motion Ordered, that the 
said petition be referred to the committee on propositions and griev¬ 
ances. Mr. Murrell presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of 
Wilcox, praying that a part of the said county be annexed to Clarke 
which was received; and on motion Ordered, that the said petition be 
referred to the committee on county boundaries. 

Mr. Bailey presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Lauder¬ 
dale, praying the removal from office of Zedekiah Tate, one of the 
J ustices of the County Court of said county, which was received 
and on motion, Ordered, That the said petition lie on the table. 

Mr. Creagh presented the petition of George Fisher, praying re¬ 
muneration for building a bridge over Bassets Creek, in the county 
of Clarke, which was received; and on motion, Ordered, That the 
said petition be referred to the Committee on Propositions and Grie¬ 
vances. 

On motion, Ordered, That Mr. Shackleford be added to the Mili¬ 
tary Committee. 

On motion of Mr. M'Kinley, Ordered, That the bill to incorpo¬ 
rate the town of Selma, in the county of Dallas, lie on the table till 
Monday. 

The House resolved itself into a Committee of the whole, Mr. 

Wedon in the chair, upon the bill entitled an act amendatory of an 
act entitled an act to provide for the sale of lots in the town of Ca- 
hawba, and for other purposes; and an act entitled an act providing 
for the temporary and permanent seats of government. Mr. Perkins 
moved to strike out the first section of the bill, which was decided in 
the negative. The bill was then read a second time, and the Chair¬ 
man reported the same without amendment. The Speaker then re¬ 
sumed the chair, and reported the bill to the House; and, on motion 
of Mr. M'Vay, the House dispensed with the rule which requires a 
bill to be read on three different days, and the bill was forthwith read 
a third time and passed. 

Mr. Perkins, from the committee appointed to draft rules of order 
and decorum for the government of the proceedings of this House, 
submitted the following report, which was received and adopted by 
the House: to wit. 

Rule 1st. The Speaker shall take the chair every day at the hour 
to which the House shall have adjourned on the preceding day; shall 
immediately call the members to order, and on the appearance of a 
quorum, cause the journal of the preceding day to be read. 
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2d. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points of 
order in preference to the other members, rising from his chair for 
that purpose. He shall decide questions of order, subject to an ap¬ 
peal to the House, at the request of any two members; which appeal 
shall be decided without debate. 

3d. He shall rise to put a question ; but may state it sitting. All 
questions shall be distinctly put in this form : viz. as many as are of 
opinion that ( as the question may be) say aye; and after the affirma¬ 
tive voice is expressed, as many as are of the contrary opinion, say 
no. If the Speaker doubts or a division be called for, the House 
shall divide : those of the affirmative of the question shall first rise 
from their seats; and afterwards, those of the negative. 

4th. He shall have a right to name any member to perform the du¬ 
ties of the chair; but such substitutions shall not extend beyond an 
adjournment. 

5th. Fifteen members shall have power to call a House, and send 
for absent members. A majority shall be a quorum to transact busi¬ 
ness; and seven members after the hour of twelve may adjourn from 
day to day. 

6th. When a member is about to speak, or deliver any matter to 
the House, he shall rise from his seat, and respectfully address him¬ 
self to Mr. Speaker. 

7th. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules, 
the Speaker shall, or any member may call to order; in which case 
the member so called to order shall immediately sit down, unless 
permitted to explain; and the House shall, if applied to, decide on 
the case, but without debate. If the decision be in favour of the 
member so called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if other¬ 
wise and the case require it, he shall be liable to the censure of the 
House. 

8th. When two or more members happen to rise at the same time, 
the speaker shall name the person who is to speak first. 

9th. No member shall speak more than twice to the same question 
without leave of the House, nor more than once until every member 
choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

10th. When the Speaker is putting a question, or addressing the 
House, none shall walk across the room; nor when a member is speak¬ 
ing, enter into private discourse, nor pass between him and the chair. 

11th. Upon calls of the House for taking the yeas and nays on 
any question, the names of the members shall be called alphabetical¬ 
ly and each member shall answer from his seat. 

12th. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by 
the Speaker or if in writing, shall be read a loud by the Clerk, and 
every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Speaker or any mem¬ 
ber request it. 

13th. Any member may call for a division of the question, when 
the sense will admit of it. 

14th. Each member shall particularly forbear personal reflections 
nor shall any member name another in argument or debate. 

15th. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the Clerk 
it shall be deemed in possession of the House, but may be withdrawn 
at any time before the decision or amendment. 
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16th. When a question is under debate no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to postpone to a day certain to lie on the table for 
the previous question, to postpone indefinitely to commit or amend: 
which several motions shall have precedence in the order in which 
they stand arranged. 

17th A motion to adjourn shall be always in order and shall be e- 
cided without debate. 

18th. The previous question shall be in this form : Shall the main 
question be now put? It shall only be admitted when demanded by a 
majority of the members present; and until it is decided, shall preclude 
all amendments and further debate of the main question. On a pre¬ 
vious question there shall be no debate. 

19th. When a motion has been once made, and carried in the af¬ 
firmative or negative, it shall be in order for any member of the ma¬ 
jority to move for the re-consideration thereof on the same or the 
succeding day. 

20th. The House shall resolve itself into a committee of the whole 
when deemed necessary ; and when in committee of the whole, shall 
be governed by these rules, except that in committee of the whole any 
member may speak as often as he may think proper. 

21st. The Speaker may appoint committees, unless otherwise di¬ 
rected by the House. 

22d. The Speaker shall vote on all questions; and when the yeas 
and nays are desired, the Speaker shall be first called, and if the 
House shall be equally divided the question shall be lost. 

23d. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
House, unless he have leave, be sick, or unable to attend. 

24th. Upon a motion for a call of the House the names of the mem¬ 
bers shall be called over by the clerk, and the absentees without leave 
noted : one hour after which the names of the absentees shall again be 
called over, and those for whom no excuse or an insufficient excuse 
is made, may, by order of those present, if fifteen in number, be taken 
into custody as they appear, or may be sent for and taken into custo¬ 
dy when to be found. 

25th. After the J ournals are read on each day petitions shall be 
called for by the chair; next, reports of the standing committees; 
and lastly the reports of select committees, except the committee 
of enrollments, who may report at any time during the session of the 
House, when not excluded by some privileges motion. 

26th. Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure of the 
House. 

27th. Every bill shall be introduced by motion for leave, or by or¬ 
der of the House; which bill may, on its second reading, be committed 
to a standing committee, a select committee or a committee of the 
whole House; but commitment to one shall not preclude the commit¬ 
ment to either of the others. 

28th . All bills shall be dispatched in order, as they were introdu¬ 
ced, unless when the House shall otherwise direct. 

29th. Upon the second reading of a bill, the Speaker shall state it 
as ready for commitment or engrossment; and if committed then the 
question shall be, whether to a select of standing committee, or to a com¬ 
mittee of the whole House ; if to a committee of the whole House, the 
House shall determine on what day. 
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30th. After the commitment and report thereof to the House, or at 
any time before its third reading a bill may be committed. 

31st. When a bill shall ass it shall be certified by the clerk, noting 
the day of its passage at the foot thereof. 

32d. I n forming a committee of the whole House the Speaker shall 
leave his chair, and a chairman to preside in the committee shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Speaker. 

33d. Upon a bill being committed to a committee of the whole 
House, the same shall be first read throughout by the clerk, and then 
again read and debated by clauses, leaving the preamble to be last con¬ 
sidered; after report, the bill shall again be subject to debate and amend¬ 
ment by clauses, before the question for engrossing it be taken. 

34th. All amendments made to an original motion in committee 
shall be incorporated with the motion, and so reported. 

35th. All questions, whether in committee or in the House, shall be 
disposed of in the order in which they were moved; except that in 
filling up the blanks, the largest sum and the most remote day shall be 
first put. 

36th. The rules of proceeding in the House shall be observed in 
committee , so far as they may be applicable, except that of limiting 
the time of speaking and putting the previous question, which shall 
not be put in committee. 

37th. A majority of any committee shall be a sufficient number to 
proceed to business. 

38th. Whenever it shall be necessary for a communication to be 
made from the House of Representatives to the Senate the Speaker 
shall appoint one or more members to bear the same. 

39th. When the House adjourns no member shall leave his seat un¬ 
til the Speaker has gone forth. 

40th. No Committee shall sit during the sitting of the House with¬ 
out special leave. 

41st. The Clerk of the House and the assistant Clerks, shall sever¬ 
ally take an oath for the true and faithful discharge of the duties of 
their office to the best of their knowledge and abilities and shall be 
deemed to continue in office until others be appointed, which oath 
shall be administered by the Speaker. 

42d. No standing order shall be rescinded without one day's no¬ 
tice given of the motion therefor. 

43d. Whoever violates any of the foregoing rules, shall suffer such 
censure as a majority of the House may direct. Ordered, That a list 
of the different committees be hereunto attached, and that one hun¬ 
dred copies thereof be printed. 

The House then resumed the consideration of the bill to legalize 
the election in Jackson county in August last, which was read a se¬ 
cond time ,and on motion of Col. J ohn Brown, the House resolved 
itself into a committee of the whole, Mr. Weedon in the chair, on the 
said bill. 

Mr. M'Kinley moved to fill the blank with the names of the four 
members elected; when was withdrawn by leave of the House. The 
Chairman then reported progress and obtained leave to sit again on 
Monday next. 

Mr. Cleveland, from the Committee to whom was referred the print- 
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ing of the J ournals and Laws of this State, reported the following bill 
"a bill entitled an act to provide for the public printing and for other 
purposes;'' which was received and read a first time and ordered to 
be read a second time on Monday next. 

The House then adjourned till Monday next 10 o'clock.

Mr. Perry presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Perry 
county, praying the passage of a law to fix the seat of justice in the 
centre of the said county, which was received; and on motion, ordered 
that the said petition be referred to the committee on county bounda¬ 
ries. 

Mr. Murphy presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Butler 
praying the removal from office of J ames Dunklin, one of the justices 
of the county court of said county, for reasons therein state; which 
was received and, on motion, ordered, that the sad petition be refer¬ 
red to the judiciary committee.

Mr. Evans presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Wilcox 
county, praying an alteration in the boundaries thereof, which was re¬ 
ceived; and on motion, ordered, that the said petition be referred to the 
committee on county boundaries. 

Mr. Evans presented the petition of James Dellet, sen. and William 
Stewart, lessees of school lands, in the county of Munroe, praying a 
remission of rent for the same, which was received; and on motion or¬ 
dered that the said petition be referred to the committee on schools 
and colleges and school and college lands. 

Mr. Perry presented the petition of sundry inhabitants on the Ca¬ 
hawba river praying the passage of a law opening the navigation of 
the said river which was received, and on motion ordered that the 
said petition be referred to the committee on inland navigation. 

Mr. Perry presented the petition of William Pye, praying compen¬ 
sation for the use of his House in May last, by the Supreme Court 
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which was received ; and on motion, ordered that the said petition be 
referred to the committee on propositions and grievances. 

Mr. Perry presented the petition of William and Abraham Trigg, 
praying to be exempted from taxes on certain lots in the town of Ca- 
hawba, which was received; and on motion, ordered that the said pe¬ 
tition be referred to the committee on propositions and grievances. 

Mr. Chapman from the committee on enrolled bills, reported the 
following bill: " an act, amendatory of an act, entitled an act to pro¬ 
vide for the sale of lots in the town of Cahawba, and for other pur¬ 
poses,” and of an act, entitled an act, providing for the temporary and 
permanent seats of government, and find the same duly enrolled when 
the speaker signed the said bill. 

Mr. Perkins obtained leave to bring in a bill entitled an act, to ex¬ 
tend the corporation of the town of Tuscaloosa,” which was read the 
first time and on motion ordered that the said bill be made the order 
of the day for the second reading on to-morrow. 

On motion of Mr. M'Kinley, ordered, that the door-keeper of this 
House be instructed to attend the committees when the House is not 
in session; and that he be further instructed to keep one servant always 
in attendance, to make tires in the House and committee rooms, and 
perform such other service as may be necessary. 

Mr. Bailey in pursuance of notice given on Friday last, introduced 
a bill to fix the seat of justice for Lauderdale county, which was read a 
first time and made the order of the day on to-morrow. 

On motion of Mr. Perry, ordered, that the door-keeper of this House 
be instructed to have a suitable number of benches made and placed in 
the lobby of this House for the accommodation of persons therein. 

On motion, ordered, that Mr. Chambers be added to the committee 
of Ways and Means. 

On motion, ordered, that Mr. Davis be added to the judiciary com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Smoot obtained leave to bring in a bill entitled an act, to amend 
an act, passed at Huntsville on the sixteenth day of December, 1819, 
entitled an act, to alter and amend the laws regulating the admission 
and practice of counsellors and attornies at law,” which was read a 
first time and made the order of the day for to-morrow. 

On motion of Mr. M'Vay, ordered, that a committee to consist of 
five members be appointed to bring in a bill to alter the estray laws 
whereupon Messrs. M'Vay, Clay, Evans, Tagert, and Cook were ap¬ 
pointed. 

On motion ordered, that Mr. Walker be added to the committee of 
Ways and Means. 

On motion, ordered, that Mr. Leake be added to the committee on 
roads, bridges &c. 

Mr. M'Kinley moved that a seat at the west end of the Represen¬ 
tative Hall be appropriated to the use of the Senators, J udges of the 
Supreme Court, and late members of the convention and ex members 
of the General Assembly when they may choose to attend the pro¬ 
ceeding of this House. 

Mr. Perry moved that the words and late members of the con¬ 
vention, and ex members of the General Assembly,” be stricken out 
which motion was decided in the affirmative. 
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The question was then put upon Mr. M'Kinley's motion with the 
said words thus stricken out and it was decided in the affirmative. 

Mr. Chapman, from the joint committee appointed by the Senate 
and House of Representatives to draft resolutions in relation to the 
late Governor's death made the following report: 

The General Assembly of the State of Alabama, sensibly feeling and 
most sincerely lamenting the irreparable loss sustained by the death 
of our late Governor William W. Bibb, deem it a duty we owe to our¬ 
selves our fellow citizens, and his reversed memory, to express to the 
world the feelings of our hearts. We are aware, that the pen of pane¬ 
gyric can but faintly paint his virtues, and should the tongue of eulogy 
attempt to express them it would fail in the effort. To say he was a 
man without an equal, would be saying too much; but to say he was a 
man of transcendent virtue, and patriotism, is nothing more than is 
due to his memory. He was the friend of liberty and of man; and his 
unceasing efforts were to perpetuate the one, and promote the happi¬ 
ness of the other. The archives of the nation will show to the latest 
posterity, that he was a pure republican. The greater part of his 
short life was devoted to the service of his country; and his fame is 
impervious to the shafts of calumny. He was an admirer of the im¬ 
mortal father of his country; and it may well be said, that Washington 
chalked out the paths of virtue and patriotism, and Bibb delighted to 
follow them. But heaven has decreed that all earthly good shall pass 
away; and he, who maketh darkness his pavillion , has been pleased in 
his incomprehensible wisdom to take from us this excellent and belov¬ 
ed man; and we can only pray in the sincerity of our hearts, that the 
smile of that being who resides in the celestial mansion, may be upon 
him; and against his name in the book of eternal life, may happiness be 
written. Therefore, as a public testimony of sincere regret for the long 
and in profound respect for the memory of our late Governor. 

Resolved, That the members of this General Assembly wear crape 
on the left arm during the present session. 

Resolved, That the Rev. Mr. Kennedy be requested to preach a fu¬ 
neral sermon in the State House on the 26th day of the present in¬ 
stant, suited to the occasion. 

Resolved, That the acting Governor be requested to cause a copy of 
these resolutions to be transmitted to Mrs. Bibb, expressive of our con¬ 
dolence at the afflicting dispensations of Providence. Which report 
was unanimously adopted by the House. 

The bill to incorporate the town of Selma was then taken up, and 
on motion of Mr. M'Kinley, ordered, that the House will resolve it¬ 
self into committee of the whole House on to-morrow, on the said bill 

On motion of Mr. Perkins, the House resolved itself into a com¬ 
mittee of the whole, Mr. Weedon in the chair, on the bill to legalize 
the election in Jackson county, in August 1820 ; and after some time 
spent in the consideration thereof, the committee rose, and the chair 
man reported the same to the House without amendment, in which re¬ 
port the House concurred. The bill was then read a third time and 
passed. Mr. M'Kinley moved that the first blank be filled with William 
D. Gaines, which was decided in the affirmative . Mr. M'Kinley 
moved to fill the second blank with William Barkley, which was decid¬ 
ed in the affirmative. Mr. M'Kinley moved to fill the third blank with 
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G. W. Hopkins which was decided in the affirmative, Mr. M'Kinley 
moved to fill the fourth blank with J ames Fletcher agreed to by the 
House. Mr. M'Kinley moved to fill the fifth blank with William Use- 
ry , which was decided in the affirmative. The question was then 
put on the final passage of the bill with the blanks filled, which was 
decided in the negative. And the yeas and nays being called for

A message from the acting Governor, by Mr. Rogers. 

Mr. Speaker,- I am instructed by the acting governor to inform you 
that he did on this day approve and sign an act supplementary to an 
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act, entitled an act, to incorporate the city of Mobile, passed the 17th 
day of December 1819. An act, to incorporate the town of Washing¬ 
ton, in the county of Autauga. 

An act, for the relief of certain lessees of school lands in Madison 
county. 

An act, to incorporate the trustees of Solemn Grove academy in 
Monroe county; and, an act, declaring that part of Limestone lead¬ 
ing from Mooresville to the Tennessee river, a public highway, and for 
other purposes, all which originated in this honourable body, and then 
he withdrew.

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according to the returns of the late census, which was agreed to by 
the House, Ordered, That the Senate be informed thereof. 

A bill to be entitled an act to alter and enlarge the terms of certain 
circuit courts in this State, was read a second time. Mr. Perkins 
moved to amend the first section of said bill by adding thereto the fol¬ 
lowing "in the county of Pickens, on the sixth Monday after the fourth 
Monday in March; and on the 5th Monday after the third Monday in 
October, which county is hereby added to and made a part of the 
fourth judicial circuit of this State." which was adopted. On motion 
of Mr. Perry, the following additional section was added to said bill: 

Sec. 2. And be further enacted, That the circuit court in the county 
of Montgomery shall be held on the second Mondays in February and 
August, in the county of Autauga, on the third Mondays in February 
and August, in the county of Autauga, on the fourth Mondays in Febru¬ 
ary and August, and may be in session two weeks, in the county of 
Wilcox, on the second Mondays in March and September, in the 
county of Butler on the third Mondays in March and September, in 
the county of Henry on the fourth Mondays in March and September. 

On motion of Mr. Murphy, the following additional section was 
adopted, to wit: Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the circuit 
courts in the county of Conecuh shall hereafter be held on the third 
Mondays in March and September, in the county of Monroe on the 
fourth Mondays in March and September, and may continue two 
weeks, in th county of Clerk on the second Mondays in April and 
October, and may be held two weeks, in the county of Washington, 
on the fourth Mondays in April and October, and may continue two 
weeks, in the county of Baldwin on the second Mondays in May and 
November, and in the county of Mobile on the third Mondays in May 
and November. Mr. M'Kinley moved to amend the sad bill by add¬ 
ing the following section: and be it further enacted, That from and af¬ 
ter the passage of this act, the terms of the supreme court shall com¬ 
mence on the Mondays in J une and December, in each and 
every year; and it shall not be the duty of the judges of the circuit 
courts to alternate or exchange circuits, except when directed by the 
constitution or by the supreme court. Mr. Perry moved to amend 
the amendment by striking out all after the word "year," which was 
decided in the affirmative, ayes 19, nays 17. The yeas and nays be¬ 
ing called for, those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs. Speak¬ 
er, Abercrombie, Armstrong of Conecuh, Benson, Isaac Brown, J ohn 
Brown, Coats, Coleman, Evans, Murphy, Murrell, M'Means, Moore of 
Marion, M'Vay, Perry, Perkins, Rather, Sargent, Tagert, Vining, 20. 
Those who voted in the negative are Messrs. Bailey, Bigham, Clay 
Creagh, Cook, Doxey, Davis, Edmundson, Fitzpatrick of Montgomery, 
Fitzpatrick of Autauga, Hill, Holderness, Leake, M'Kinley, Moore of Ma¬ 
dison, Mims, Walker and Weedon, 18. 

The amendment thus amended, was then adopted. Mr. M'Kinley 
moved further to amend said bill by adding the following section, to 
wit: And be it further enacted, that all process now or hereafter made 
returnable to any of said courts, at the first terms thereof, by the 
present law, shall be returned to the first terms of said courts as 
changed by this act, and shall be proceeded on as though made re¬ 
turnable thereto: which was carried.

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to amend the said bill, by adding the following section: And be it fur¬ 
ther enacted, that all laws or parts of laws contravening the provisions 
of this act, be and the same is hereby repealed. Ordered, that the said 
bill be engrossed, and made the order of the day for its third reading 
on Monday next. 

Message from the Senate by Mr. Williams: Mr. Speaker, The Sen¬ 
ate have read the third time and passed the following bills originating 
in your honorable body, to wit: an act to amend an act entitled an act 
for the government of the town of Cahawba, passed at Huntsville, De¬ 
cember 3d, 1819 ; an act for the relief of securities; and, an act to es¬ 
tablish a State University-— which bill they have amended by striking 
out the second section; in which they desire the concurrence of your 
honorable body. 

An engrossed bill of the following title, to wit: an act to establish 
certain election precincts therein named, and for other purposes, was 
read a third time and passed.

A bill to be entitled an act to authorize Green K. Hubbard to sell 
the certificate of a quarter section of land therein named, was read a 
second time. Mr. Evans moved to amend said bill by an additional 
section, authorizing Stephen C. Richardson, and Sarah T. Richardson, 
to sell the lands of the late Burtus Howard, which was decided in the 
affirmative. The rule being dispensed with, the bill was by order of the 
House, read a third time by its title and passed. Ordered, that the 
words "a bill to be entitled: be stricken out. 

A bill to be entitled an act to prevent fire-hunting was read a second 
time. Mr. Abercrombie moved that the further consideration of the 
said bill be postponed till the first Monday in November next; lost- 
ayes 18- nays 19. The ayes and nays being called for, those who 
voted in the affirmative, are, Messrs. Abercrombie, Armstrong of Conecuh, 
Isaac Brown, John Brown, Col. John Brown, Creagh, Cook, Coats, Dale, 
Davs, Evans, Fitzpatrick of Montgomery, Moore of Madison, Murphy, Mur¬ 
rell, Moore of Marion, Sargent and Tagert- 18. Those who voted in the 
negative, are, Mr. Speaker, Bigham, Benson, Bailey, Clay, Coleman, Duke, 
Edmundson, Fitzpatrick of Autauga, Hill, Holderness, Leake, M'means, 
M'Vay, Perry, Rather, Vining, Walker and Weedon- 19. Mr. Coats mov¬ 
ed to amend the said bill by striking out all after the word "convicted” 
which was carried. Ordered, that the said bill be engrossed and mad 
the order of the day for its third reading on Monday next. 

Mr. Perkins moved that the House disagree to the amendment made 
by the Senate in striking out the second section of the bill to be en¬ 
titled an act to apportion the Representatives among the several coun¬ 
ties of the state and to divide the state into Senatorial districts, accord¬ 
ing to the returns of the late census; which was decided in the affirm¬ 
ative.

A bill to be entitled an act to make appropriations for the year one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, and for other purposes there¬ 
in mentioned, was then taken up and amended, and ordered to lie on the 
table. 

A message from the Governor, by Mr. Rogers, Mr. Speaker- I am 
instructed by the acting Governor, to inform you, that he did on the 
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15th inst. approve and sign, an act making it the duty of the comp¬ 
troller to issue printed warrants : and, an act to repeal an act of the 
last General Assembly of the State of Alabama, entitled ana ct for the 
encouragement of killing and destroying wolves and panthers, which 
originated in this honorable body. 

Mr. Weedon one of the Representatives from Madison county, en¬ 
ters his protest, and assigns the reason which influences his vote against 
the resolution authorising an appropriation for issuing Treasury war¬ 
rants. 

At an early period of the session of this General Assembly, it was 
deemed inexpedient to pass an act having for its object the issuing 
Treasury notes, intended for the public convenience; and believing 
as I do, that the appropriation for issuing comptroller's warrants, will 
be more for the convenience of the members of this General Assem¬ 
bly, than the public good, for these reasons, I voted & protest against it.

An engrossed bill of the following title, to wit: an act to incorpo¬ 
rate the Indian creek Navigation company was taken up, and the 
blanks being filled, it was passed : Ordered, that the title be as afore¬ 
said. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Farmer, Mr. Speaker,- The Sen¬ 
ate have read a third time and passed, an act amendatory to an act 
passed by the Legislature of Alabama, at Huntsville Dec. 16, 

1819, entitled an act to establish a public road therein named, in which 
they desire your concurrence. They have also read a third time and 
passed a resolution appointing commissioners to review and mark out 
a road from the military crossings of the Buttahachee to the falls of 
Tuskaloosa, in which they also desire your concurrence. 

The House resolved itself into a committee of the whole House on 
the bill to be entitled an act for the selecting and drawing grand and 
petit jurors, and after some time spent in the consideration thereof, 

Mr. Walker reported the same with amendments to which the House 
concurred. 

Mr. Perry moved to amend said bill by striking out the seventh sec¬ 
tion and inserting the following in lieu thereof, section 7, and be it 
further enacted, that hereafter there shall be no jurors drawn for the 
county court, but in all cases wherein a jury shall be necessary, the 
court, shall have the power to order the sheriff to summon the same 
from the bye-standers, which was agreed to by the House. 
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Mr. M'Vay moved to postpone said bill till the fourth Monday in 
October, which was decided in the negative. Ordered, that the said 
bill be engrossed, and be made the order of the day of Monday next.

a resolution appointing commissioners to review and mark out a road 
from the military crossing of Buttahachee to the Falls of Tuskaloosa, 
to both which they desire your concurrence- and then he withdrew. 

Another message from the senate, by Mr. Dick- Mr. Speaker, the 
senate have instructed me to inform your honorable body, that they 
will be ready at the hour of 7 o'clock this evening to enter into the elec¬ 
tion of justices of the county courts, for such counties in which the same 
may be vacated. Ordered that the senate be informed that this house 
will be ready to receive the senate at the hour aforesaid for the purpose 
of proceeding to said elections.

Mr. Morton, from the committee on enrolled bills, reported that the com¬ 
mittee have examined bills of the following titles, viz." an act supplemen¬ 
tary to the laws now in force concerning will, intestates and guardians.

A resolution authorizing the Comptroller to receive all monies and notes 
arising from the rents of the Seminary Lands.

An act to establish 
certain election precincts therein named, and for other purposes, an act 
to amend an act entitled an act for the inspection of lumber and other ar¬ 
ticles therein named, passed at Huntsville on the 17th day of Dec. 1819. 

An act authorising the J udges of the Circuit Court, and J ustices of the 
County Court, to take the acknowledgments of deeds, and the relinquish¬ 
ment of dower. An act concerning executions and sales by sheriffs and for 
other purposes. An act concerning writs of error. An act authorizing the 
Governor to sell lots on the public lands, east of the Alabama River, and 
opposite the town of Cahawba; which said bills the committee find correct¬ 
ly enrolled. Mr. M'Kinley, frm the joint committee of conference, on the 
disagreement of the Senate, to the bill to apportion the Representatives 
among the several counties of this state, and to divide the state into senatori¬ 
al districts according to the returns of the late census, submitted the follo- 
ing report- 

The committee appointed by this House as managers of the conference, requested by 
the Senate on the disagreement of this house to the amendments made by the Senate to 
the "bill to be entitled ana ct to apportion the Representatives among the several coun¬ 
ties of this State, and to divide the State into Senatorial districts according to the returns 
of the late census,” beg leave to report, that they have met the managers appointed on 
the part of the Senate, and in conference submitted in substance the following reasons in 
support of the cause pursued by this House, to wit: The constitution on the subject of 
apportionment is in some instances ambiguous, but like other instruments it must receive 
such construction as will carry into effect all its provisions if practicable; and if it be 
impracticable to give operation to all, the least important must yield to those of a higher 
character. If the question under discussion depended on this rule alone, it is believed the 
provisions of the constitution requiring the present General Assembly to apportion the 
Representatives and Senators and to divide the State into senatorial districts, is of higher 
import than any provision in relation to the senatorial term of service. But when the 
question is fully investigated it will be found, that the term of service of the senators to 
be elected in te incipient stages of the government is contingent, and does not depend 
alone, upon the term of three years mentioned in the 12th section of the third article of 
the Constitution; but upon other provisions which in their character are active, and re- 
qure some act to be performed before they can go into operation. By complying with 
the requisition of the 13th section of the same article, one third of the senators will have 



right to serve out for one year, one third for two year, and one third will serve the three 
years, although all were chosen for the term of three years. If however the Senate con¬ 
vened under this section shall refuse to cast lots, and make the classification therein re¬ 
quired, the term of service of each must necessarily be the same, all having been chosen 
for the same term; but this refusal would be a violation of a positive command of the 

17 
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Constitution, and render that body after that session unconstitutional. A senatorial term 
is mentioned in the latter part of the 8th section of the schedule to the constitution which 
for the present may be admitted to mean three years; but it can only be ascertained to 
be so by reference to the 12th section of the third article before referred to. As to the 
ninth section of the same article has pointed out the time when an enumeration is to be 
made the apportionment necessary thereon, and the 10th section of the same article 
has commanded the General Assembly at the first session after every such enumeration, to 
fix by law, the whole number of senators and to divide the State into the same number of 
districts. It is obvious that the term of service mentioned in the schedule can only be two 
years unless we violate the mandate of that section by refusing to pass a law fixing the 
number of senators and dividing the State into districts, which refusal would be equiva¬ 
lent to a refusal to classify on the part of the Senate convened in conformity with the 13th 
section before referred to, and will make the senatorial term depend upon the will of the 
Legislature and not upon the constitution. If is further believed that no correct distinc¬ 
tion can be drawn between the mandatory influence of the 10th and 13th sections of the 
3d article, nor can the obligatory force of one be considered stronger than the other. Both 
require an act to be performed before the senatorial term can be reduced to less than 
three years. The performance of the act reduces the term of service and a refusal in ei¬ 
ther case must violate the Constitution. Taking all those provisions of the Constitution 
together it appears very clear that a senatorial term of service is nothing more than that 
period of time that a senator may serve without violating some positive provision of the 
Constitution which conflicts with the "term of these years.” But in ascertaining when 
the term of the present senators expires and when the first apportionment is to be made 
the rules of construction on which that forgoing reasoning is based, becomes in a great 
degree necessary. Because, the temporary General Assembly created by the 8th sec¬ 
tion of the schedule limited, for two years by a fair construction of that section taken in 
conjunction with the other provisions to which it plainly refers. That section points di¬ 
rectly to the time when all its powers shall cease, and that time is rendered absolutely 
certain by other provisions to which it points, which provisions now operate and now 
command us to perform the necessary acts to terminate the powers of the 8th section and 
carry into operation the permanent are entirely different from those in the schedule. Af¬ 
ter this period the House of Representative cannot under the present enumeration be 
less than forty-four, nor more than sixty: nor can the Senate be less than one-fourth, nor 
more than one third of that number. The schedule provides in the 8th section, that "in¬ 
till the first enumeration shall be made as directed by this Constitution,” the counties 
therein specified shall be entitled to the number of Representatives attached to each res¬ 
pectively, and each county shall be entitled to one senator who shall serve for one 
term. The word until, limits and controuls the operation of the whole section, unless 
that part of the section which provides for the senatorial branch, can be released from 
its influence. Upon sound principles of grammatical construction, this appears to be im¬ 
possible. The copulative conjunction "and,” unites the senatorial with the Represen¬ 
tative brance of this temporary General Assembly, and subjects both to the same rule of 
construction, consequently when one ceases to exist, the other must cease also. They 
are united by an indissoluble tie, and one fate awaits them both. What that fate will be 
under existing circumstances is fearful to contemplate. If a redeeming power still re¬ 
mains in the constituted authority of this General Assembly, that power ought to be ex¬ 
erted for the salvation of the Constitution and the perpetuation of that government which 
is the choice of the people, and which we as their Representatives have sworn to pre¬ 
serve inviolate. A refusal to carry into operation those provisions of the Constitution 
which direct a reorganization of the government according to its permanent form and 
character amounts to a dissolution of the whole and resolves it again into its elements, 
the people without their own consent are driven to the dire necessity of incurring the 
expence, trouble, and dangers of forming a new system of government for themselves 
because those to whom they had confided the power of perpetuating the present have re- 



ferred to discharge their duty. The responsibility incurring by this act is awful, and be- 
for other branch of this General Assembly faces its whole weight upon themselves 
they ought to weigh well its consequences and avert the impending evil if possible. But 
we must all remember that we have sworn to support the Constitution, and we must 
therefore act upon all the dictates of our own consciences and judgments, let the conse¬ 
quences be what they may. 

This committee received from the managers appointed on the part of the Senate, 
following reasons in support of the course pursued by that body on this interesting and 
momentous subject. All which they respectfully submit to the House. 

The committee appointed on the part of the Senate to confer with the committee ap¬ 
pointed by the Representative branch on the amendments made in the Senate to the bill 
apportioning the Senators and Representatives under the late census offer to the House 
of Representatives the reason which influence the course pursued in Senate. 
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It is believed the 8th section of the schedule does not read to the 10th section of the 
3d article to shew when senators shall be appointed, because it contravenes the main 
intention as will appear from the 12th section of the same article. 

It is believed the duration of a Senatorial term until the classification ordered in 1826 
is three years: and that the 13th section of the 3d article cannot apply to this question 
because this section is manifestly intended to be an execution to the general term of sen¬ 
atorial office, in order to effect a particular object and enters fully into the main intention 
of the framers of the instrument and to give effect to the 9th and 10th sections, at this time 
would destroy the main intention unequivocally expressed, without the necessity of effect¬ 
ing a particular object which could not be otherwise effected. It is also believed that if 
the 8th section of the schedule is to form the date of a senatorial term, commencing from 
an election ordered in the preceding section, that it applies with equal force to the Rep¬ 
resentatives elected in 1819. This section declaring, that until the first enumeration shall 
be made, each county shall be entitled to the number of members therein designated. 

The enumeration cannot be considered as being made within the meaning of the Consti¬ 
tution until made to the constituted authority which has been done at the present session. 

It consequently follows that the Representatives now convened, hold their service is 
measured and fixed by the first enumeration by which they are recognised as constitu¬ 
tional members for two sessions without an intermediate election; yet as the 2d and 12th 
sections of the third article goes imperatively to destroy the application given this sec¬ 
tion, the Senate cannot indulgent. In no part of the Constitution can the Senate find 
an authority to elect Senators for one year, which must follow if the bill passes, or they 
must be elected for three years, which directly goes to innovate all the provisions rela- 
vent to the senatorial department in future. 

If the Senatorial districts are now laid out and persons elected to fill the, it is believ¬ 
ed these persons cannot be viewed as constitutional Senators, the first year of their service 
being the last year of those senators elected in 1819, and settled by the 12th section of 
the 3d article. It is further more believed that if senatorial districts are now laid out 
and a senatorial apportionment made the senators next elected must hold their offices for 
three years, and cannot be construed to hold them for any less or greater duration of 
time. The reasons inducing this belief are these: an apportionment predicated on the 
basis of an enumeration of the white inhabitants, brings you to the real and permanent 
principles of the Constitution, viz. that Representation must ultimately proceed on the 
enumeration of white inhabitants, whenever therefore an apportionment of the Senate 
will take place on the basis of an enumeration of white inhabitants, the ultimate object 
of the Constitution is accomplished as regards the senatorial representation, and it must 
follow that their term of office will also be regulated by the ultimate provisions on 
this subject. It is needless to remark that in that case, their term of office is a term of 
three years. The Senate have never ceased to deplore the difference of sentiment ex¬ 
isting between the two Houses, but one command is know to both. 

If an unfortunate miscalculation crept into the convention in relation to the first cen¬ 
sus from which emanated the mandate upon which the present enumeration is made. 

If that enumeration goes to break down the intention of the framers of the Constitution 
department, and in doing so prostrates the best interest of the country. It is suggested 
how far this provision is to be viewed as nugatory going to destroy that which it was in¬ 
tended to preserve. On motion of Mr. Moore of Madison, Resolved, that House of 
Representatives inform the Senate that this House will be prepared to adjourn sine die 
this day at the hour of three o'clock: Ordered, That the Senate be informed of the adop¬ 
tion of the foregoing resolution. On motion of Mr. Morton, the rule forbidding the in¬ 
troduction of new business was suspended. Whereupon Mr. Morton introduced the 
following resolution. Resolution allowing the clerk of the House of Representatives and 
Senate compensation for ex-officio services, which was read a first time, and the rule be¬ 
ing further dispensed with, was read a second and third times forthwith, and passed. Or¬ 
dered, that the same be sent to the Senate for their concurrence. 



A message from the Senate, by Mr. Dick.- Mr. Speaker, The Senate have passed an 
act to reduce into one the several acts concerning roads, bridges, ferries and highways, 
and have amended the same by striking out in the 10th section, to wit, after the word road 
in the 22d line from the top of the 4th page to the end of the section. Also by striking 
out in the 11th section to wit: after the word evidence in the 1st line of the 5th page to 
the end of the section. They propose to strike out the whole of the 32d section. In 
which amendments they desire the concurrence of your honorable body. 

The House proceeded to the consideration of the amendments made by the Senate to 
the bill entitled an act to reduce into one the several acts concerning roads, ferries, bridg¬ 
es and highways, and concurred in the amendments made by the Senate.

They have also passed an act, for the relief of Elijah Lawley, which 
originated in your honorable body, and then he withdrew. 

On motion of Mr. Murphy , the rule preventing the introduction of new business into 
the House was suspended, whereupon Mr. Murphy obtained leave to introduce the fol¬ 
lowing resolution : a resolution making Comptroller's warrants receivable into the trea¬ 
sury for money due upon the sale of lots in the town of Cahawba, which was read a first 
time and the rule being dispensed with was read a second and third time forthwith and 
passed. Ordered, That the same be sent to the Senate for their concurrence. 

On motion of Mr. Moore of Madison, the rule preventing the introduction of new bu¬ 
siness was suspended. Whereupon Mr. Moore obtained leave to introduce the following 
resolution :a resolution for printing the J ournals and Laws of the present General As¬ 
sembly which was read a first time and the rule requiring bills, &c. to be read on three 
different days being dispensed with was read a second and third time forthwith, and pass¬ 
ed. Ordered, That the same be sent to the Senate for their concurrence.

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1821, and for other purposes, to which they have made amendments, then 
he withdrew. 

The House proceeded to the consideration of the amendments made by 
the Senate to the bill to make appropriations for the year 1821, and the 
question being taken will the House concur in the amendments made by the 
Senate to said bill, authorizing the court of errors and appeals, the circuit 
court of Dallas county, and the Federal Court of the United States, to sit in 
the State House.

A bill from the Senate entitled a act to provide for assessing and collect¬ 
ing the taxes and taking the census of this State, was read a first time, and 
the rule being dispensed with, was read a second time forthwith. Mr. J ohn 
Brown moved the said bill be read a second time by its title, which was lost, 
ayes 15, nays 15. The said bill was then read a third time and passed. 

Ordered, that the Senate be informed thereof. A message from the Senate 
by Mr. Garth. Mr. Speaker — I am instructed by the Senate to inform the 
House of Representatives, that they have finished all business before them 
and have appointed Messrs. Garth and Casey, jointly with your committee 
to wait on his Excellency the acting Governor and inform him that the Ge¬ 
neral Assembly have finished all the business before them, and are now 
ready to adjourn sine die , provided he has no further communication to make. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Casey. Mr. Speaker The Senate 
adhere to their amendment to the bill to make appropriations for the year 
1821. On motion of Mr. Perry the House receded from their disagree¬ 
ment to the amendment made by the Senate to said bill Mr. Morton from 
the committee of enrolled bills, reported that the committee have examined 
an act to provide for assessing and collecting the taxes, and for taking the 
census for the year 1821, and find the same correctly enrolled. Mr. Moore 
of Madison, from the joint committee appointed to wait on his Excellency 



the acting Governor reported that the committee had waited on his Excel¬ 
lency and informed him that the General Assembly are about to adjourn, 
and was informed by him, that he had no further communications to make. 
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On motion of Mr. M'Vay, ( Mr. Walker in the Chair,) the following re¬ 
solution was unanimously adopted. Resolved, That the thanks of this House 
be presented to the Honorable George W. Owen, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives , for the ability, dignity and impartiality , with which he has 
discharged the arduous and important duties of the Chair, during the pre¬ 
sent session. And then the House adjourned sine die.
